The pair of us had been in Athens 
three or four days when a party of 
English excursionists who were m ak­ 
ing a tour arrived. 
Among them was 
an antiquary who was looked up to 
and respected for his knowledge of 
ancient history ami ruin*. 
Professor JIltns*tead. as he was named, 
had been charged to pick un all the old 
Greek m anuscripts to be bad for mon­ 
ey, and It was bis inquiries for such 
documents that doubtless led to our un­ 
doing. 
One day a man named Talantl, 
who bad som ew hat the manners ami 
dress of a gentleman, brought the pro 
fosser two ancient manuscripts as a 
present, aud to show his further good 
will lie announced a valuable discovery 
whirl] had just been made on the Is­ 
land of Aegina, about forty miles dis­ 
tant. Ile was the owner of the Island, 
and while Ills workmen were getting 
out some stone they bad come across 
some rare treasures in art. but bad de­ 
veloped only a small portion of them.

As we approaches! the island we saw 
it w as fairly covered with trees, yet ii 
did not have a hospitable look.

made a close approach we could see ;< 
couple of rude buts and a primitive 
Jetty, but Mr. Tnhtnti explained that 
his castle was hidden by the forest and 
th a t he was landing it liiRt point to 
save us a long walk. 
As soon as the craft was made fast 
tho three em inent friends of Mr. Ta 
laid I suddenly produced pistols and 
knives and took their station by the 
gangway. The sailors divided into two 
parties,

H e never could 
have put up such u Job without a num ­ 
ber of officials standing In w ith him, 
find each and every one of them doubt­ 
less shared in the plunder w hen it was 
divided. 
It was said that the money 
and Jewelry am ounted to about $0,000, 
and the only consolation any of the 
victims had w as the privilege of abus­ 
ing a country w here such things could 
be carried out.
